They a'ro coming to BCO 
thnt our policy of granting special priv- 
ileges in the wny of public franchises, 
contracts jind unusual opportunities for 
profit getting to a few ia inevitably 
muking puurjers of tho many, and our 
only salvation is to. establish tho purely 
democratic policy in government of 
con.sidorlng tho interest of all tho poo- 
p)o as always ahead of nnd superior to 
tho rights of any individual or set of 
individuals. 


In my short experience in public lifo 


I havo learned two valuable lessons. 
Oue is thnt public officials ure not ns 
corrupt as they aru popularly supposed 
to bo; tho second is that business i« tho 
poison tlmt comes into tho lifo of tho 
public officials nnd seeks to corrnpt it. 


It is to somebodj-'s business interest 


to got a contract; it is to somolMxly's 
business interest to get a franchise or 
extension of ono, and tua methods of 
bnsinesa ure too well known to call for 
any comment at my hands. 


I know no better way to study tho 


municipal problem than for ne to ad- 
journ to tho city" hall, where wo will 
come fnco to face with the municipal 
problem as overy city official in this 
city nnd every largo city of our country 
sees It day after day. It Is tho problem 
of tlio unemployed. Scores of hungry 
looking men upon whoso faces nro plain- 
ly written tho lines of hopeless despair. 
And whnt special privilege or grunt or 
franchise do they ask? Only the privi- 
lege that ia tho inherent right of over-y 
man—the right to work. 


When this right ia once secured nnd 


tho place where man may work is ns 
easily found ns the placo whero B mnn 
may vote, our problems will bo solved, 
for thia is onr'municipnl problem. It ia
